It. the French •elections. To look at 
th% UQom'oers of \he Corps Lcgislatif. 
when "IJC arc fSr the Emperor and 
on It" IH agaln.-^t him. it would 
seem that Napoleon III. was all he could 
wish to be with the French iK?ople. Yet, 
af we look at the popular vote, we shall 
find that there were i,0o3,0o6 persons who 
YOted for the IttO goverument members, 
•while there were 3.21^.885 who voted for 
the IM epposltiou mem'oers. While, there- 
f >r‘ . the Corps J>egislatif stands two-thirds 
lu favor of the Emperor, the popular vote 
shows that four-niuths of the people of 
France are opposed to him. lu other 
words nearly as many Frenchmen oppose 
Napoleon III. a« favor him. 

Such a state of things cannot be ver^' 
plea.sant for the contemplation of the Em- 
peror. He sees and knowB that tlie vast 
majority he holds in the Corps Ijegislatif 
has no fonndation in the great popular 
heart of France. His power in the na- 
tional council is a mockery. Political 
jugglery makes him mighty with the law- 
making power, but bis place in the hearts 
of his people is equivocal. His throne is 
propped op by bayonets instead of stand- 
ing on the united shoulders of forty mil- 
lions of subjects. 

It is vain to conjuncture what Napoleon 
will attempt to get himself right with his 
l*eoplc. It ifc perfectly cer- 
tain that the French are too 

cesrly /‘qunlly divided for and 

against him. In such a country as France, 
it is not well for a sovereigu to have his 
-■ je< ts so nearly equal.upon theont- hand, 
and on th»- other the French arc too fickle 
and impulsive for a division so nearly equal. 
Napolean will have to get np a foreign 
war or change his jwlicy at home. He I 
can't well rest as he now .stands lie must I 
do something to bring lli<- Fr< r; -h t > him ’ 
or he mu- 1 go to the French. 

Napoleon, however, i.- a wi-;e ruler, and 
knows better wliat to do than any of liis 
advisers cau tell him. It may not be

IT was reported the other day that

Nobody who believes that Geary is lit to 
be Governor could have dreamed of be- 
lieving the report, for everybody knows 
that Grant is not in the haidt of inviting 
to his cabinet men who are fit to be Gov- 
ernor. 

A LETTER published in the Irish Tribune 
states that one of the Fenian prisoners 
sentenced for life was confined thirt^'-five 
days in a dark cell with his hands man- 
acled behind his back, night and daj'. He 
was not loosened to take his porridge, 
which was left for him at the door of his 
cell. Consequently he had to die of starx'- 
ation unless, stretched out on all fours, he 
managed to sup up the porridge. When 
brought into the light his face was en- 
crusted with this porridge. 

The Charleston News says there has 
been uo rain of any consequence in the 
neighborhood of Charleston since March 
17, and during a period of nearly three 
months, enough rain has not fallen to 
penetrate the soil to a depth of more than 
two inches.

St. Louis, Juno 13. 

The trial of Capt. Wm. C. Donaldson, 
charged with killing A. Henry Anderson, 
a colored porter on the steamer Great Re- 
public, last August, will commence to- 
morrow. 

While a large locomotive and tender be- 
longing to the Pacific railroad were being 
hauled up the levee on .a truck to-day, the 
coupling broke and thej' ran down the de- 
scending plane with great velocity and 
plunged into the river. They can proba- 
bly be recovered. 

An attempt was made on Friday to 
arrest the notorious robber and assassin, 
Sam Hildebrand, of St. Francis county. 
Sheriff Brcckinriilge, with a posse of fif- 
teen men, surrounded tho house in which 
HiUleljraud had taken refuge, and after 
demanding his surrender which was re- 
sponded to 1>y Hildebrantl shooting the 
sheriff in the groin and severely injuring 
him, a de.sultory firing was kept up by 
each party for several hours, resulting in 
the k-illiug of James McLean, one of the 
posse, and wounding of Hildebrand and 
one or two others in tho house. 

Towards night, however, Hildebrand 
crawled out of the house and escaped to 
the woods and has not been captured. He 
is a very desperate character, was a mer- 
ciless bushwhacker dvring the war, and he 
is said to have committed the most diabol- 
ical atrocities. Large rewards have been 
offered for him at different times. It is 
alleged that during and after the war he 
has committed 78 murders.
